Our climate and back fences 
are peculiarly favorable to the produc: 
tidn of cab, and the result is a cat 
crop far in excess of our wants. The 
oj)portunity to export cats to Winni- 
]ieg should not in these cireunistaiices 
1)0 neglected. At -SI per cat the ])rolit 
on every shipment of I'ats will be 100 
])cr cent, less the cost of transportation. 
There is no other crop upon which 
anything like so large a protit can be 
obtained. No reason is assigned for 
tho.isudden . and unsatisSed .demand 
for oats, in VVinnipeg. . It is probably

Grumblers, like poets, are born,, not 
made; a man could no more become a 
Grst claaa grumbler of his own mere mo- 
tion than he could becuine an astronomer 
It requires ft certain cuiijuncticn of men- 
tal and physical conditions, without which 
no man can aspire to any reputatinn in 
the art. One of the most comprelionaive 
qualifications is a liver in a chronic state 
of derangement, us it yives the necessary 
state of irritable tetiaion to the mind and 
body of the grumbler, and enables him to 
take a high standing in the profesaion. 
Considered geugriiphically grumblers are 
not confined to any particular spot of 
earth or climate, but are to be found 
something like the Scotch thistle, all the 
world over, and are as hard to extermin- 
ate. A curious fact about the chronic 
grumbler ia that he ia not, as might be 
supposed, a man hard up, or who has en- 
dured some grievous misfortune; such 
people are generally unusually quiet, ^o; 
the grumbler is usually a man in easy cir- 
oumstsnoos, for if he wns not he would 
have something else to do. Really he 
knows this all the while; but to acknowl- 
edge it would be the ruin of him, for the 
bare fact that he was only contending 
with a chronic derangement of the liver 
would be too humiliating and send him 
into a state of r^al despondency. Now 
the grumbler is not a despondent man; 
he is too ' mentally active for that; but 
the trouble is that his activity takes a 
wrong bias. Whatever good fortune be- 
falls a real grumbler only gives him fresh 
exercise for his vocation; but a stroke of 
ill luck is ia some measure a secret satis- 
faction to him as his vanity is llattered at 
linding ho has unwittingly turned up a 
prophet after all . There are a few Scotch 
tliistles still left round Victoria, and spe- 
cimens of the grumbler and croaker are 
still to bo found in the city. They are 
simply men who have made up their 
minds not to be satisfied with any known 
condition of things, and their great motto 
ia, "I toid you so." Times nuiy be ever 
so good, commercial prospects of the most 
choorful deacriptioii, and the grumbler 
himself may have quite as nnich as he can 
do besides grumbling. But it mako.s no 
matter; he has his usual striiig of grit;v- 
ances, because, in addition to the general 
prosperity, all sorts of things did init 
come about at all, or came aliout too iate 
that were specially entered in the grum- 
bler's logbook to come otl" on certain day.s 
like the weather in Yennor's almanac. 
Socially, commercially and politically, 
everything is awry with the grumbler, 
but he can only bo said to have arrived at 
his best when he judiciously combines the 
avocation of grumlilor with that of croak- 
er. In this stage nothing can equal him 
except the man who is incessantly but- 
ton-holing his friends to make bad puns 
to them. Nothing in the past, the pres- 
ent or the future - is a source of 
comfort or satisfaction to him. In 
the first place ho has a settled 
conviction that the country is ruined, or 
at least that it ought to be;' and if any* 
one suggests a ray of light on the horizon 
he immediately turns on the hose in the 
shape of some dolorous prediction, which 
he keeps coiled up for such occasions. 
With him the Island railway will never 
be built; the railway lands never opened 
for settlement; the drydock never com- 
pleted; nor the city itself ever amount to 
a row of pins. He has waited long 
enough, and he always said so; it will be 
the sanm old thing over again. For the 
settler there is no land worth speaking ol, 
and for the mechanic no employment. 
What is the good of bringing people into 
such a country I As for the government, 
what better could have been expected / 
He knew what would happen exactly. 
The Dominion has at last enveloped us in 
its slimy coils and Sir John is giving a sly 
wink to the other provinces before tinally 
cracking our bones, once and for all. 
With this the disheartened man abruptly 
disappears round the corner with the iii- 
vtention of making a small investment in 
the real' estate of a province which is 
Wond further ruin.

The Rev. Josiah Heiison, the original 
of Mrs. Stowo'a "Undo Tom," died on 
the 5th May, at Dresden, Ontario. He 
was born in IMaryland on the loth of 
June, 1789, but the most trying of his 
experience as a slave happened in Ken- 
tucky. He was sold from master to mas- 
ter j his pedigree being given the same as 
that o^a horse. Ho bought his freedom, 
but was taken back into slavery again. 
He'wassentto New Orleans in 182!) and 
was separated from his wife and children. 
He then determined to escape, and join- 
in" his wife and family near Louisville, 
ho°travelled toCanadaon foot.carryingtwo 
of his children on a knapsack. The story 
of his escape was printed in the paper.4 
and Mrs. Stowe utilized it in her novel 
•'Uncle Tom's Cabin." Eva, Topsey and 
St. Clair were drawn from life, and Mr. 
Henson:often vouched for the truth of 
the story. He went to England some 
years ago and had an interview with 
Queen Victoria, who received him very 
graciously and presented him with her 
photograph in a handsome gold frame. 
Ho had forty-four grandchildren. Latuly 
his health was bad. Ho sufTered from 
jparaiysis,ibrpught on, as he believed, by 
tfio cruel beatings he received as a slave. 
On one occasion his master, whom Mrs. 
Stowe has imniortalized as Lcgreo, broke 
both his arms with a cudgel, Mr. Hen- 
son' was cheerful and jovial to the last, 
despite his infirmities and his age.

Many per- 
sons know that "nicht" is Oerman for 
"not." The family adopted the addi- 
tional monosyllable, and hence the origin 
of tho house of Metternich.

Land is cultivated on the continent in 
much smaller parcels than is customary 
in our country. Fifty thousand proprie- 
tors in France possess each an average of 
seven hundred and fifty acres; live hund- 
red thousand have an average of sevenly- 
tive acres; and five millions an average of 
seven and a-half acres. In lielgiuiii, 
where theland is more minutely subdivid- 
ed than in France, the average area of se- 
parate plots is given at 1.36 acres. 

A HAiny CUSTOMEB. 

According to information received by 
the anthropological society of Paris, the 
longest beard in the world belongs l,o an 
artizan at Montlucon. It has not been 
cut for the last seven years, and measures 
one metro and sixty-six centimetres - 
about 5 feet 3 inches. It is crisp and 
fawn-colored near tho roots, and light and 
silky at tho extremities. Halfway down 
it is divided into two parts, each of which 
forms a thick plait, which the man when 
at work folds round his body. On holi- 
days only he lets it hang down freely, and 
then it reaches to his feet. 

A FBENOH MISAIfTUBOPE. 

P(dico detective Kuhn had been for 
several days on the track of an elderly 
man of tho name of Lelong, who was sus- 
pected of nefarious practices . Having at 
length caught his man, Mr. Kuhn enquir- 
ed where he lived, and was considerably 
astonished when his seedy-looking pris- 
oner took him to the Hue G^ililuo (a street 
in the Champs Elyse'es, tho most tiuiliion- 
ably quarter in i'aris) and on arriving at 
the inqjosing entrance of an aristocratic 
mansion, took a key out of his pocket in 
order to open the door for the "commis- 
saire." "Do you live here, or is this per- 
chance an empty mansion in which you 
have taken up your lodgings without per- 
mission of the owners V "We have lived 
here for a century, from fat'ner to son, ' 
was the reply. "For tho last fifteen year.s 
I have lived alone in this house, after 
turning oflf the hall porter and all the 
other servants." The police agent enter 
ed tho building and was led through a 
long suite of hermetically closed rooms 
and corridors. On opening the window 
shutters he perceived, to hisaatonisluneni 
under a thick coating of dirt, carpets, fur- 
niture, oil paintings, objects of art, a va- 
riety of timepieces, ail of tho utmost ele- 
gance and highest value; along with 
tlicse a number of rare volumes in artistic 
cases, a well furnished wardrobe, and an 
ample stock of the finest linen. In short 
he found himself in a palace, furnished in 
tho most elegant and expensive style. 
The shabby looking proprietor of all these 
treasures took him at last into bis bed- 
chamber, the only apartment which lu' 
occupied. Here the window blinds wore 
drawn up and all'orded a peeji into tlie 
garden. There stood his bed, a master 
piece in rosewood, covered with hooks 
and newspapers. In this bed Lelong spout 
most of his time. He never .set fool in 
the other rooms, e.'icej)t when he w.mted 
some new article of clothing, ami this 
only happened when the garment ho had 
worn up to that time had begun to dro|j 
in tatters from his body. Then, divest 
ing himself of them,he would throw them 
into a corner of his bedroom, which was 
also the receptacle for his bed .and body 
linen. He never sent his chjthea to the 
wash, and thus they lay mouldering m all 
the corners of his sleeping apartment, a 
miscellaneous heap of dirty linen, old 
clothes, etc., emitting all sorts of aliom- 
inable odors. Lelong "enjoys" an in- 
come of about .$100,000 a year. The 
mansion contains, among other things, a 
well-appointed theatre, with a complete 
set of decorations and costumes. This 
millionaire in rags never saw company. 
The day following the visit of the detec- 
tive, Lcloiig's mansion was entered by 
thieves, who managed to get oil' with a 
quantity of valuables. L. L. D.

Th,o Barber Brothors— A Beavorate 
Fight for Tlioir Capture. 

Wavekxy, Iowa, June 7. — The capture 
of the noted Barber Brothers, occurred at 
a farm house four miles south of Tripoli, 
and sixteen miles southeast of this place. 
During the day they had been concealed 
in the barn of a German farmer named 
August Teglemere, and about 8 o'clock in 
the evening they went to the house and 
asked for some supper. Henry Toglomero 
a son of the farmer recognized them and 
succeeded in convoying this fact to his 
father whom ho instructed to give thi* 
alarm to the ueiKhbors, Henry remained 
at home to assist his mother in preparing 
the meal for tho desperadoes. Several 
men all of whom were Germans, accom- 
panied the elder Teglemere to his home; 
they had no weapons but one shot gun 
which it is claimed was not loaded. The 
intention was to surround the house, and 
when the Boys came out, to spi^iiig upon 
tliein and secure them before their sus- 
picions could bo aroused. This plan was 
baliled through the excitement of one 
man who rushed into the house to secure 
tho bandits, upon which tho hitter both 
drew revolvers and began firing pro- 
miscuously. Henry Teglemere sprang 
upon Bill Barber, knoGkedliis hands away 
and caught him by the throat. Tlib melee 
then became general, and Bill was soon 
on the tloor, but managed to continue 
tiring over his shoulder. Ike managed 
to escape his pursuers for a moment, and 
leaping through the open window, began 
firing at the men inside. By this tinm 
several of tho attackingparty were wound- 
ed, and finally one mimed Henry Hage 
went outside the door and succeeded in 
pinioning Iko by the arms. Henry Kar- 
sleiig received a ball through the body, 
and exclaimed, "boys, I'm going to die." 
He still Continued to fight, and aided in 
lying both boys by the arms with a rope 
which Mrs. Teglemere had gone to the 
barn and procured. Sixteen shots were 
fired by the outlaws; Ike emptying the 
two weapons ho had on his person. Of 
firo brave men who attacked them, all 
wore wounded. Tlu; injured being as fol- 
lo.«s: Henry Karsteiig, ahot through the 
body and died at 1:15 in the morning; 
,lohn H. Karsteng, shot in tho left breast,, 
hip and arms; Ueiiry Teglemere, shot in 
the neek; Henry Pope, shot in the breast, 
the bullet striking the bone and coming 
out at the back; August Teglemere, finger 
bitten and crushed. It is thought all tho 
wounded will recover. Vv(ud was sent to 
Waverly, and as soon as possible deputy 
sherili's Davis and Corstonseu went for tho 
captured men and lauded them in jail at 
ti o'clock yesterday morning. 

OHINA. 



War Znovitablo Botvroon Franco and 
' Ohi&a. 



Shanouai, June 5. — War is inevitable 
unless France abandons her pretensions 
in Annam. Li Hung Chang, who has 
be(!ii severely criticised by the lliiiig Li 
Yaiiion, or council of m.'indarins, because 
of his ciineilialiiry attitude toward France, 
is now convinced that there is no way out 
of the difficulty except by fighting. The 
council of mandarins have decided to 
mobolize tho Chinese army. Tho greatest 
activity i)revails in the camps of instruc- 
tion at Tebili. Rang Nam and Ha-Noi 
•and at the naval arsenals of Shanghai and 
Jjiou Chow. Fifty batteries of artillery 
have been ordered to take the field against 
France and are now concentrated at Tien 
Tsiu, awaiting transportation to Annam. 
Tho forts all along the coast of the gulf of 
Pechclo are being stroiigthoned.- Tho fol- 
lowing are the vessels which will in a few 
days be fully prepared for active service: 
Two steel-plated corvettes, built at Stettin 
after the nmdel of the Sachem and armed 
with torpedo apparatus of the latest 
Furopean pattern; two steel cruisers, 
built in England and armed with Arm- 
strong and Gatliuga; six .steel gunboats, of 
English build, six iron gunboats of Eng- 
lish build; four steel torpedo boats, built 
at Stettin, and several gunboats, con- 
structed at the Shanghai arsenal. 

Nr,\v York, June C. — lleraJd editorial: 
"The Chinese have been for a number of 
years t|uietly preparing themselves to face 
liostilo European powers. They may not 
prove able to uao the new tools of war 
which they have provided, but if they 
should obtain success against France that 
might turn out to be a very important 
event in the ivorld's history. It ia a na- 
tion of '150,000,000 people, is energetic 
and easily handled, and though not war- 
like might make a mark in history if it 
should be induced by a successful foreign 
war to turn its attention to territorial con- 
(juest."

It may be since the Chinese 
immigration into British Columbia un- 
der the present Government promi.se.s 
to be very large, that the Government 
may be able to dispose of these lards to 
the Chinese upon terms advantageous 
to the public revenues. It would be 
well before the House rises to ascer- 
tain tiie views of the Covm niiient upon 
the question, and to leani wlietlior 
they contomplale securing a very larjji;

For it 
may be that British Columbia would 
rather assume the responsibility of tbe 
construction of so macb of the railway 
as lies within the province, than to 
have 1 1,000,000 of acre.s of their pub- 
lic domain devoted to the settlement 
of a Chinese population.
